Democratic Partisans Busy 


Hill’s Henchmen: Issue a Manifesto 
Against Cleveland. 


y York “Antis* Not Likely: 
to Be Allowed Seats. 


Botes Boomers Talking Hopefully of His 
Chances—Gray to Be Placed in 
Nomination by Voorhees—Any 

One’s Race so Far. _. 


8y Telegraph to The Times. 

Cuicaco, June 16.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] The Democratic National 
Convention, it is expected, will get to 
actual work in shorter time than was 
the case at Minneapolis. Word was re- 
ceived this afternoon that the threat- 
ened Louisiana contest has been ami- 
cably arranged. Over the New York 
delegation considerable fuss is expected, 
but interviews with those, on the 
ground show that they believe in up- 
holding the regular convention, and 
that while the anti-snap convention 
people will secure a respectful bearing 
they will be unable to get seats as dele- 
gates, 

L. M. Martin, one of the Boies men, 
said today that he never placed the 
strength of Boies below sixty, and it 
might go to eighty. South Dakota is 
expected to poll a good number of 
votes for him. Throughout the West 
votes are looked for and in the South 
Atlantic States a little support is ex- 
pected. Shaver of Des Moines said 
today regarding Boies’s reported 
strength in the silver States, that Boies 
would get the silver States, not because 
he is in accord with the radical ideas 
which prevail there on the silver ques 
tion, bur because he is a Western man. 

BRICE IN NO HURRY. 

Senator Calvin S. Brice, chairman of 
the National Committee, arrived this 
afternoon and consulted with Secretary | 


| Schwerin, Sergeant-at-arms Bright and 


members of the National Committee on 
the ground. Brice was unable to say 
who the chairman will be. 

He said the National Committee will 
probably makeup the temporary roll- 
callat the first formal meeting and 
wherever intricate cases are encoutered 
they will be referred to a sub-commit- 
tee. Brice said, regarding the Ohio con- 
vention, that it is his opinion that 
no instructions were given, but the del- 
égation will come to Chicago, look over 
the situation, consult together and then 
act together. It would not beright to 
say thatthe delegation is anti-Cleve- 
land nor yet for Cleveland. Their 
choice is a matter on which the dele- 
gates reserved judgment untilthey have 
talked over the question fully here. 

Brice approved and indorsed the action 
of the Ohio convention. He said re- 
garding his position as a dark-horse: 

“Oh, ’m_ not in it this year. ‘I’m not 
in a hurry.”’ 

The committee examining the wig- 
wam reported this afternoon. After a 
detailed examination and inspection of 
several hours the committee pronounced 
the building to be safe in every partic- 
ular

is the only prominent 
Missourian around today. ‘My sympa- 
thies are with Cleveland,’’ he said, 
‘‘and entertain no doubt that he will 
be nominated. Certainly, he will get 
the solid vote of Missouri.’’ 
BOIES AND GRAY MEN BUSY. 

Inthe Iowa headquarters this after- 
noon it was openly predicted that quite 
half of the Missouri delegation would 
come to Boiesif Cleveland did not get 
the nomination on the first three ballots. 
Some Indiana politicans are on the 
ground, although the delegation is not 
due till Saturday. Ben Willetts, of 
Warrick county, said the Indiana dele- 
gation would cast its vote for Cleve- 
land, although some of them hoped to 
work Gray into a position which might 
come to something if there is to be a 
scramble fora favorite son. ‘‘If Gray 
stagds a chance,’’ hesaid, ‘‘Indiaaa will 
support him. I believe Cleveland will 
win on the first ballot.’’ 

Henry Watterson of Louisville ‘was 
among the arrivals today. Hon. Will- 
iam English of Indiana says he thinks 
Cleveland splits nearly even on the del- 
egation from that State. This delega- 
tion will meet Saturday to decide 
whether to present Gray’s name. The 
Illinois delegation will also meet Sat- 
urday to decide whether or not to pre- 
sent Palmer's name. On its decision 
will depend the presentation of the 
names of favorite sons. If Illinois pre- 
sents Palmer, Indiana will present 
Gray. lowa ‘Will, of course, present 
Boies, and then there are Cleveland and 
Hill, and possibly Carlisie and Gorman. 
Hill headquarters were opened here to- 
day and his literary bureau put in oper- 
ation... 

Hon. J. G. Albright, one of the Demo- 
cratic leaders of New Mexico, arrived 
in the city today, and immediately 
joined the Cleveland following. New 
Mexico will ask the convention toadopt 
a plauk favoring the early admission of 
that Territory as a State. 

THE UTAD CONTEST. 

The Utah contest, which will be heard 
in the coming convention, is almost an 
exact. dupli icate of the fight ‘from the 
same Territory at the Miuneapolis 
vention, and proceeds from the same 
cause—the late break-up of the Lib- 
eral, or Gentile party, following the 
surrender of the People’s, or Mormon 
party. P. L. Williams of Salt Lake 
City, whois here with the sitting mem- 
bers talked about the situation, this 
evening, and said the fact is that the 
contestants are not Democrats at all. 
Henderson and Caine, he said, repre- 
sent the real party. The other gentle- 
men, he asserted, represent only asmall 
Liberal following. Mr. Atwood of Og- 
}den, onthe other hand, declares that 
the convention will have to uphold the 
Ferry delegation. There seems no se- 
rious difference among any of the con- 
testants on any question but entry into 
the convention and recognition by the 
party. The preference of each seems 
to be Clevelard. Utah will favor a sil- 
ver plank similar to that passed by the 
Wisconsin State convention, strongly 
indorsing bimetallism and establishing a

sion into the Union, and ask for the 
same privilege for New Mexico, 

ANTI-CLEVELAND MANIFESTO. 

Bawara Morphy, Jr.,-of Troy, one of 
the New York delegates-at-large and 
for the past six years chairman of the 
Democratic State Committee, in a state- 
ment to the Associated Press, said: 
“The Democrats of the country at large 
who favor Cleveland believe that the 
Democrats of New York are obstinate 
and willfal in opposing their’ wishes to 
those of the great majority, and they 
regard the action of the New York del- 
egation jn insisting that they shall have 
their choice, notwithstanding the ma- 
Be against them, as unreasonable. 

do Hot know that the Democracy} 
of New York woulc not be for Cleve- 
land if Hill were nota candidate. They 
do not understand that the opposition 
to Cleveland is based upon an idea, a 
sentiment, which has become as fixed 
and absolute as a principle. The idea 
is dislike ofamugwump. It matters not 
whether he be a Republican mugwump, 
like some of the editors of New York, 
or a Democratic mugwump, like ex- 
Secretary Fairchild or ex-Mayor Grace. 
Democrats @islike them all and all 
their followers, aiders and  abet- 
ters.”” Murphy added: ‘The nom- 
ination of Cleveland would mean 
the destruction of (the regu- 
lar organizations in the great Dem-. 
ocratic cities of the State and inthe 
State itself, under ®hich organization 
the party has successively won vic- 
tories by imereasing majorities for the 
last seven years. The Democracy of 
the State of New York cannot be made 
to believe that the nomination and elec- 
tion of Cleveland would not te to put in 
power the mugwumps-: or ‘conditional 
Democrats’ over those who contributed 
to the success, and our people look upon 
the contemplated action of the Democ- 
racy insome of the other States as in- 
tending a réward of a would-be Demo- 
cratic mugwump assassin. The Democ- 
racv of New York is inspired by some- 
thing besides loyalty and friendship for 
Gov. Hill. They are fighting for the 
life of the party. Cleveland by acquies- 
cence at least in the action of the mug- 
wump convention proves that he is 
willing to go before the country as a 
representative of bolters, and no work 
that the party leaders in the ‘State 
might do would be, in my opinion, con- 
vincing to the rank and file that they 
should support the representative of 
such a body.’’ 

The above interview was carefully 
revised and fully considered by the anti- 
Cleveland leaders now in the city and» 
represents their careful and deliberate 
opinion in the matter. 

THE CLEVELAND SIDE. 

Ex-Secretary of the Treasury Fair- 
child, the head of the Cleveland delega- 
tion, has also prepared a lengthy state- 
ment, in course of which he says: ‘‘The 
delegates at the Syracuse 
convention desire to look the ground 
over before determining in detail what 
they no fair-minded 
man Well informed as to the sentiment 
of New York, can doubt that Cleveland 
is, by many thousand votes, the strong- 
est candidate for that State, as well as 
with the masses of the party through- 
out the entire country. Every one 
might be sure that the Syracuse dele- 
gates, after careful consideration of 
the situation, would do that which 
weuld be for the best interests of the 
Democratic party as a whole. They 
were not here forthe purpose of stir- 
ring up strife. 

Chairman Taggart of the Indiana 
State Central Committee says that it 
has been decided that the name of 
Ex-Goy. Gray shali be presented tothe 
convention as a Présidential candidate. 
His name is to be presented by Senator 
Voorhees. 

Hon. Edward Curtis of California 
said this evening that the California 
delegation will vote unanimously for 
Cleveland. He added that the six dele- 
gates from Idaho, though they are 
strongly for silver, would rather trust 
to Cleveland on that question than 7 
one else.

Minnesota Now Swept by 
the Destroyer. | 


Frightful Loss of Life in Several of 
the Southern Counties. 


Miles of Rich Farming yountry | a 
Seene of Devastation. 


‘from Fifty to 100 Persons Killed in the 
Storm's Path—Later Accounts of 
the Havoc Along the St. 
Lawrence. 


‘By Telegraph to The Times. 

St. Pact (Minn.,) June 16.—[By the 
Associated Press.] A storm of wind 
and rain, which in some sections de- 
veloped intoa veritable cyclone, laid 
Waste the southern central portion of 
the State late yesterday afternoon and 
it will be some days before the full ex- 
tent of the disaster is known. That 
there has been loss of life is beyond 
question, but time alone can tell how 
many lives were lost. Jackson, Martin, 
Faribault, Freeborn. and Biue Earth 
counties were the scene of the storm, 
although it was very general all over 
the State at the time of the disaster. 

Acyclone beganto form near Jack- 
son and after sweeping across Martin 
and Faribault counties, scattered near 
Wells, and took a northeasterly course. 
Suddenly it swept to the south and dis- 
appeared below Wells. The loss of life 
will be very large, some estimates run- 
ning as high as 100, although that is an 
extreme figure. It seems more proba- 


ble that forty or fifty lives were de-. 


stroyed, but the exact number cannot 
be given tonight. Everything in the 
path of the storm was swept from the 
earth, houses and barns being splin- 
tered, trees telegraph poles 
snapped off like pipestems and débris 
strewn along therrailroad tracks sothat 
where traffic is not interfered with by 
washouts, it is blocked by wrecked 
buildings and trees. 

The engineer of a freight train which 
left Mankato last night discovered a 
house on the track, a flash of lightning 
revealing its presence justin time to 
avoid a wreck. An examination of the 
surroundings revealed half a dozen peo- 
ple lying among the broken timbers, all 
seriously, and some fatally hurt. 

Along the Milwaukee road fron Jack- 
soh to Minnesota Lake the scene is one 
of great devastation. Wrecks of houses, 
barns and torn up forests line the roa, 
and united families yesterday are 
today mourning, not only over the 


death or injury of loved ones, but also | 


for the loss of crops. 
THE FUNNEL-SMAPED TORNADO. 

MANKATO (Minn.,) June 16.—One of 
the worst disasters that ever visited 
Southern Minnesota occurred late yes- 
terday afternoon. A funnel-shaped tor- 
nado swept over the land and laid 
waste scores of happy homes and sent 
forty or fifty souls into eternity. The 
extent to which the country was de- 
vastated is greater than was ever be- 
fore known in the history of the State. 
Starting near Jackson, on the Southern 
Minnesota road, the cyclone swept 
eastward four miles south of Minnesota 


Lake, then took a broad circle to the 


south, passed south of Wells, two miles 
north of Sherburne, and struck a dis- 
trict schoolhouse, in which were a 
teacher and seventeen scholars. The 
building was demolished. Three 
children were killed and thirteen ser- 
iously injured. 

At Easton three building were de- 
stroyed and several persons were in- 
jured. At Linden many houses were 
torn from their foundations. A family 
consisting of a man, his wife and child 
were killed. Others were injured. 

The storm passed on eastward, de- 
stroying farmhouses and barns and 
everything in its path. Four miles 
south of Minnesota Lake five farm- 
houses were utterly demolished and four 

ersons were killed. The body of one, 

onn Brown, was taken from Minnesota 

Lake this morning. His wife, a hired 

man and a school teacher were injured. 
MORE LOSS OF LIFE. 

Much damage was done south of Wells. 
It is reporteg that forty or fifty people 
were killed south and west of that vil- 
lage. As most of the damageis in the 
country reports are slow incoming. It 
is expected that later reports will add 
to the horror. 

There is no confirmation as yet of the 
report of forty or fifty persons killed at 
Wells. Ten are reported killed in the 
neighborhood of Mapieton and twenty 
injured. The village of Mapieton itself 
suffered little loss. There is consider- 
able @amage to property, and crops 
northwest in Freeborn county, and 
several fatalities are reported there. 


Andrew Hansen was killed by a barn 


being blown in upon him near Hart- 
land. In Freeborn township Mrs. Iver-

THE JURY DISAGREED. 


The Result of the Billings Trial 


Yesterday. 


The Vote Stood 10 to 2 in — 


Conviction. 


A Digracn State of Affairs Shown 
to Exist. ; 


Testimony of the Men and Girls Who 
_ Visited “Mother” Brown's Place— 


Up the Fight. 


The trial of the case against T. B. 
Billings, charged with maintaining a 
disorderly house known as 
Brown’s place,’’ on the Mission road, 
just outside the city limits, occupied 
the attention of Justice Stanton and a 
jury in the Township Court all day yes- 
terday. 


The somewhat limited accommoda- | 


tions of the little courtroom in the 
Jones Block were taxéd to their utmost’ 
by the large crowd of curious specta- 
tors, who assembled to watch the pro- 
ceedings, the interest manifested in the 
case being such that) many who were 
unable to squeeze into the room stood 
outside the doors and windows in the 
hall in orderto catch a glimpse of the 
parties most interested, over the head 
of their luckier fellows ‘inside. 

The jurors who had been selected on 
Wednesday afternoon to try the case 
were as follows: J. F. Adams, R. G. 
Beadon, W. S. Clement, E. T. Craig, F 
Harber, E. M. Morrison, E. H. Neil, M. 
Norton, W. W. Sheldon, L. G. Sarnow, 
J. S. Stateler and J, W. White. 

At 10:30 o’clock yesterday morning 
the case was commenced in earnest by 
the calling of Maurice Hill, a seventeen- 
year-old youth, to the stand for the 
prosecution. 
that about 7 o’clock on the evening of 
May 23 last he met two girls named 
May McCroy and Edna Percival on the 
strect, and that soon afterward they 
saw Billy McDermott, a - hack-driver, 
when the girls asked him to take them 
foradrive. He agreed to do so, and 
according to the arrangement then 
made, the girls walked up to the corner 
of Main and Sixth streets, where the 
witness and McDermott met them at 8 
o’clock with a two-seated carriage. 
After driving around town fora while, 
McDermott toon them out to ‘‘Mother 
Brown’s place,’’ where they arrived at 
about 9:80 o'clock. The defendant 
Billings was reading a paper when they 
alighted, but he at once laid it aside and 
ushered the quartette into the parlor. 
After drinking soda water furnished by 
Billings, the witness played the banjo, 
while Edna Percival accompanied him 
on the piano. They then drank wine 
from a bottle which one of the girls 
carried into the house from the carriage, 
Billings furnishing the glasses, however. 
(The witness was then asked about 
certain statements he had made to Dis- 
trict Attorney McLachlan in the lat- 
ter’s office. which differed materially 
from that made upgqn the stand, and he 
replied that some one told him that he 
ought not to have told the District At- 
torney what he did. When pressed as 
to who told him that Hill replied that 
“it was a family affair.” Upon being 
further pressed the witness -said he 


did not know whether he told the Dis-’ 


trict Attorney that he saw the McCroy 
girl in bed with McDermott or not, but 
if he did say so it was true. 

Upon cross-examination Hill said that 


the suggestion to ply the girls with liquor 


on the road out came from McDermott, 
who purchased beer and wine on San 
Fernando street, but did not touch it 


‘himself, The beer was thrown away 


on the trip out to ‘‘Mother Brown’s.”’ 
The witness was asked about his tes- 
timony given before Judge Smith on the 
occasion of the committal of the Percival 
girlto the reform school, but said he 
could not remember, and was excused. 
Billy McDermott, a typical ‘‘tough,”’ 
then took the stand, and testified t the 
him 
to take them for a drive he took them 
and Hill out to ‘‘Mother Brown’s.”’ 
Before leaving town he stopped. at a 


saloon on San Fernando street and 


bought two bottles of beer, which he 
put under the hind seat of the surrey, 
upon which Hill and the McCroy girl 
were sitting. After awhile the girls 
and Hiil drank some ofthe beer, but 
threw it away as it was warm, and on 


Downey avenue the witness stopped 


again and bought a bottle of wine, 
which he handed to Hill. 
‘‘Mother Brown’s’’ the witness went up- 
stairs with the McCroy girl and both 


got on a bed in the parlor together, but 


did nothing ‘‘out of the way.’’ While 
there they drank nothing but soda. 


At the close of McDermott’s testi- 


mony a recess was declared until 1:30 
o’clock for lunch. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 


At 1:80 o'clock, when the hearing 
was resumed, Justice 


copacity, many being unable to gain ad- 
mittance. The crowd itself was a 
study, all grades of the masculine per- 
suasion being represented, from the 
callow, cigarette-smoking tough not yet 
out of his teens to the gray-haired man 
of 50 to 60 years, all drawn by morbid 
curiosity to hear confessions from mere 
children that would bring the blush of 
shame to the face of the most hardened. 
The first witness was May McCroy, a 

pretty, innocent-looking girl, aged 15 
She briefly detailed the circum- 
stances of herdrive to.the notorious 
resort; told of the purchase of the wine 
and beer on the way out by McDermott, 
and told what transpired at the 
house. The party entered tke par- 
lor, where they had drinks, and 
the Percival girl played. on the 
piano and sang. McDermott then asled 
her to go up stairs, and shedid so. She 
said they entered a room where there 
was a bed, and detailed what took place. 
The girl did not try to keep back any- 


thing, but told her story in a straight- 


forward manner that carried conviction 
The District Attorney did not 
push the questions as to the acts com- 
mitted, out of consideration for the 


make out the case. 

Edna Percival followed, corroborat- 
ing the previous witness on all the main 
points. The Percival girl, who is also 
above the average in personal appear- 
ance as well as intelligence, is now an 
inmate of the Whittier reform school. 

At this point the people rested, and 
Billings took the stand in his own de- 
fense. Headmitted that the party was at 
his place, as charged, but denied that he 
had furnished them with liquor. He 
stated that he sold them soda water, 
but was positive that he dil not give 
them either wine or beer. He claimed 
thathe kept a regular hotel, requiring 
his guests to register, but in this case 
they had not done so. He denied that 
he had rented them a room for immoral 
purposes, or for any other purpose, 
claiming that they had merely had the 
usé of his parlors. He said he saw Mc- 
Dermott andthe McCroy girl coming 
down the'steps, and had asked them 
where they had been. Billings denied 
that there was a bedin the parlor of

his house, but could not explain how 
McDermott had got into another room 
without his knowledge or consent. © Bill- 
ings was very guarded in his testimony, 
forthe reason that thereis another 
charge against him for selling liquor 
withont a license, and only answered 
such questions as were put to him in the 
briefest possible mafiner. 

This was the only witness for the de- 
fense, and Mr. Ling, Billings’s attorsey, 
offered to submit the case witout ar 
ment. To this, however, the District 
Attorney would uot agree, and Mr. 
Diehl briefly addressed the jury, review- 
ing the evidence. 

r. Ling followed, but was ve 
briet in his remarks, saying that the 
teens had failed to make out a case, 


ad-failed to prove the charge, infact, _ 


that the whole thing was a mere 
shadow, and that the defendant should 
be discharged: - 

District Attorney. Mclachlan closed 
for the people in an eloquent address 
of halfan hour. He pointed out the . 
gravity of the offense, and claimed that .

scored McDermott’ in unmeasured

ing places where mere children may 
be taken by men of, maturer years and 
debauched, -no questions being asked, 
and appealed to the jury to rendera 
verdict that would but a quietus on all 
such dens of iniquity. 

The District Attorney was frequently 
interrupted by \jcounsel for the defense 
during his speech, who sought to break 
the force, of the telling argument by > 
contradictions and side remarks. This 
sort of thing continued for some time, 
when a sharp rebuke from Justice 
Stanton, who said hé would fine him 
for contempt if he persisted, induced 
Mr. Ling to keep his seat and the ar- 
gument was concluded. 

The case was given to the jury at 
8:80 o’clock, and they retired to delib- 
erate. It was generally agreed that if 
an agreement was not reached in ten or. 
fifteen minutes’ the result would be a 
hung jury, and such it proved to be. 
After being out six hours they were dis- 
charged. The jury stood ten for con- 
viction and two for acquittal. 

Although the result was a disap- 
pointment, the officers do not propose | 
to give up the fight and another effort ~ 
will be made to secure justice. —

Though a great many people in Cali- 
fornia are anxious to know whether the 
Santa Fé has really put into effect the 
low second-class rate from Missouri 
River points to this State, no one out 
here is able to definitely say. The pas- 
senger officials of the company at this 
end of the road do not know whether 
the rate went into effect or not, though 
they are anxious that it should, if only 
forashort time. According to rules 
and precedents the company has ten 
days’ time following the 15th, the date 
set by the ninety days’ notice for the 
rate to zo into effect, during which 
period the matter can remain open. In- 
formation from Chicago is to the effect 
that the reduction will be held off longer 
to allow competitors more opportunity 
to avert the threatened cut by signing 
the agreement to abolish commissions 
in excess of the authorized amount for 
such traffic. Southern Pacific officials 
are trying hard to induce the Santa Fé 
to maintain the present rate and will 
probably comply with the latter’s de- 
mands as a last resort. From present 
appearances the promised low rate will 
not go into effect at all.

SANTA ANA. 

For some time past it has been noticed 
that the fowin the Santa Ana River has 
not been as large as asit was thought it 
ought tobe, and intimations were inade 


that a large portion of the natufal flow was | 
diverted into other than the usual channels |- 


of the river. So perceptible was the de- 
crease that the Santa “Ana Valley Irriga- 
tion Company and the Anaheim Union 
Water Compary resolved to ascertain the 
cause, anda committee was_ therefore ap- 
pointed to go over the course of the river 
and investigate thematter. The committce 
has returned from its work tha reports 
having found a reason for the decrease in 
thelow of water. The Orange News, in 
speaking of the matter, says: 

“The committee sent by the Santa Ana 
Valicy Irrigation Company and the Ana- 
heim Union Water Company to cxamine 
into the matterof the diversion of the 
waters ofthe Santa Ana River above the 
head of the company’s canals, found that; 
the only menace toour supply is in the con- 
struction of a ditch lately completed by one 
Shelby Ward to convey water to the Jurupa 
rancho. This canal taps the Santa Ana 
River about twenty miles above our ditch, 
ata place called The Narrows. It is six- 
teen miles long, has two fumes of a quar- 
ter of amile cach in length, is capable of 
carrying from 500 to 1000 inches of water, 
and cost $23,000. The work was done by 
settlers, who have taken landin payment 
for labor. Sofar not more than 200 to 
300 inches have been diverted, but the po- 
sition of the canal with regard to the river 
gives unlimited opportunities to divert the 
water. Undoubtedly the promoters of this 
work are determined to make a big steal 
from our water supply if not frustrated, 
but the Anaheim Union Water Company 
and the Santa Ana Valley Irrigation Com- 
pany will lose no time in asserting their 
An injunction will be served 
upon the interlopers at once and vigorous 
measures instituted to preserve our water 
Supply in its entirety.”’
